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Foreword 


In October, 1967, the Research Branch of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Labour conducted a survey of working conditions in 
industries thought most likely to be sensitive to a revision in 
labour standards legislation. The primary purpose of the survey 
was to obtain data that would permit an assessment of the 
direct impact on these sensitive industries of proposed changes 
in Ontario’s minimum labour standards. Most of the data are 
being published because many of the statistics produced may 
be useful to persons who are concerned with analysis of work- 
ing conditions and the labour market. 

The Research Branch wishes to extend thanks to all the 
persons and organizations that co-operated in the survey. We 
are particularly grateful to the many firms that contributed 
information. In addition, we wish to thank the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for providing us with establishment lists 
and sample design, and the Ontario Statistical Centre where 
the programmes for producing the statistics were prepared. 

From within our own Department, we received strong 
support form the Industrial Training and Labour Standards 
Branches, whose counselling and inspection staffs carried out 
the enumeration phase of the survey. Also, the Systems and 
ADP Branch made a major contribution by designing control 
procedures and keypunching the data. 

Much of the credit for the success of the survey, including 
the major responsibility for designing, co-ordinating and obtain- 
ing output from it goes to Frank Whittingham of the Research 
Branch.

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Introduction 


The data presented in this report describe a number of working 
conditions for non-supervisory employees in selected industries 
in the manufacturing, trade and service sectors of Ontario’s 
economy. The working conditions covered include straight- 
time hourly wage rates, initial overtime pay provisions and 
weekly hours of work. 

For the industries surveyed, average straight-time hourly 
wage rates are presented by category of employee (office, non- 
office), by sex, by size of establishment and by region in 
Tables 2 and 3. Also, a cumulative distribution of employees 
by straight-time hourly wage rate and industry is shown in 
Table 4 while a similar distribution by industry and sex appears 
in Table S. 

Tables 6, 7 and 8 contain distributions of employees by 
initial overtime pay provision and industry. For each industry, 
separate distributions for office and non-office employees are 
shown, and a breakdown by size of establishment and by 
region is presented. 

Data on standard and actual weekly hours of work are 
released in Tables 9, 10 and 11. Median (average) standard 
weekly hours of work are compared for office and non-office 
employees, while both median standard and median actual 
weekly hours of work are reported by sex, by size of establish- 
ment and by region for the industries surveyed. Also, in the 
final table employees are distributed by actual weekly hours 
of work and industry. 


Technical Note 


The Reporting Unit 

The reporting unit for the survey is the establishment, that is, 
the smallest unit which is a separate operating unit capable of 
reporting data on employment and earnings and related indust- 
rial statistics. If there are two separate payroll units within an 
establishment these units become the reporting units for the 
survey. Also, there is no limitation on the size of establishments 
included in the survey. 


Industrial Classification 

The data in this report are compiled on the basis of the 1960 
Standard Industrial Classification Manual*. All reporting estab- 
lishments are assigned to an industrial class on the basis of 
principal activity. If an establishment is engaged in a number 
of different industrial activities, its principal activity is deter- 
mined by the net value added by these activities, or, where 
this is not possible, by the gross revenue obtained from the 
different activities. 


Reference Period 

The data refers to the last normal pay period preceding Nov- 
ember 1, 1967, If there was a major lay-off or a work stoppage 
due to an industrial dispute during the pay period preceding 
November 1, 1967, data was collected for the immediately 
preceding normal pay period. 


Employee Coverage 
The pay and hours of work information was collected only for 
non-supervisory office and non-office employees. 


Office Employees: 

‘Office employees’ includes clerical, stenographic and secretarial 
personnel and non-supervisory white-collar technical personnel 
such as computer-programmers and draftsmen. In addition, 
supervisory personnel who normally do the same work as the 
office employees they supervise are included. 


Non-Office Employees: 

‘Non-office employees’ includes those engaged in production 

and assembling activities; those employed in storing, inspecting, 

handling, packing, warehousing, truck-driving and sales and 

service personnel, and driver-salesmen and their helpers. It also 

includes employees engaged in maintenance, repairs, janitorial 

and watchman services, and supervisors who normally do~ 
the same work as the production or service employees they 

supervise.

Exclusions: 

Rates of pay and hours of work data were not collected for 
Owners and managerial personnel even if they did the same 
work as the non-supervisory employees in the establishment or 
for supervisors who do not normally perform the same work as 
the employees they supervise. Also, salesmen were excluded 
when there was no record of hours worked. 


Straight-time Hourly Wage Rate 

‘Included’ in the straight-time hourly wage rate are the straight- 
time wage rate, plus any payment based on an incentive bonus, 
piece rate or commission system. ‘Excluded’ from the straight- 
time hourly wage are premium pay for overtime hours worked, 
supplementary labour costs such as employer’s contributions 
to unemployment insurance, medical plans or other welfare 
plans or special bonuses paid at management’s discretion. 


Standard Weekly Hours 
Standard weekly hours of work refers to the normally sched- 
uled hours of work during the survey pay period. 


Actual Weekly Hours 

Actual weekly hours of work refers to the total number of 
clock hours actually worked by an employee during the survey 
pay period. The actual hours may be greater or less than the 
standard hours of work. 


Initial Overtime Pay Provision 

The initial overtime pay provision refers to the initial hourly 
rate paid after standard or normal weekly hours have been 
worked. 


Regions 

Because of the high geographical concentration of manufactur- 
ing industries in Ontario it was necessary to compile the data 
on three broad regions. The individual counties or districts 
included in each region — Metropolitan Region, Southern Ont- 
ario Region and Northern Ontario Region — are listed below: 


Metropolitan Region: 
Includes the counties of Wentworth, Halton, Peel, York and 
Ontario. 


Southern Ontario Region: 

This region comprises the south-western and south-eastern 
areas of the Province and includes the counties of Essex, Kent, 
Lambton, Middlesex, Elgin, Wellington, Durham, Northumber- 
land, Prince Edward, Frontenac, Norfolk, Oxford, Perth, Water- 
loo, Brant, Haldimand, Welland, Lincoln, Leeds, Grenville, 
Dundas, Stormont, Glengarry, Peterborough and Carleton. 


Northern Ontario Region: 

Includes the counties and districts of Prescott, Russell, Lanark, 
Renfrew, Haliburton, Hastings, Lennox and Addington, Vic- 
toria, Huron, Simcoe, Bruce, Grey, Dufferin, Parry Sound, 
Muskoka, Cochrane, Timiskaming, Nipissing, Manitoulin, Sud- 
bury, Algoma, Kenora, Rainy River and Thunder Bay. 


Reliability of Statistics 

The reporting units for the survey were drawn from the estab- 
lishment files held by the Labour Division of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. The survey was designed to provide esti- 
mates for each individual industry with an expected error of 
five per cent at the provincial level. A total of 5,711 respond- 
ents were drawn from the establishment lists. In the Manufac- 
turing Industries a census was undertaken because of the 
relatively small number of establishments in each industry. The 
only exception to this occurred in sawmills where the number 
of establishments surveyed constituted 52 per cent of the 
population. In the Retail Trade and Personal Service Industries, 
however, samples were drawn and the user of these data should 
note that the estimates for these industries are subject to a 
somewhat higher error, approximately 6 to 7 per cent at the 
provincial level. 

In addition to sampling error, errors which are not related 
to sampling may occur during a survey operation. Enumerators 
may misunderstand instructions, respondents may make errors 
in answering questions and errors may be made in the process- 
ing and tabulations of the data. As long as there are no flaws 
in the methodology that create systematically occurring errors, 
some of the non-sampling errors will usually balance out over 
a large number of observations. In this survey a vigorous effort 
has been made to reduce non-sampling errors through a careful 
design of the questionnaire, training and supervision of enum- 
erators and control of the data processing operation.
